REV. STEVE MATHIS NAMED TO DOCTOR CHAIR 

The Rev. Steve Mathis III, missionary 
to the deaf in the Episcopal Diocese of 
Maryland and principal of the Carver 
School for the Deaf, Gambrills, Maryland, 
has been named the recipient of the 
Powrie Vaux Doctor Chair of Deaf Studies 
for the 1973-74 academic year. 

While at Gallaudet, Mr. Mathis will 
undertake a program to perpetuate the work 
of Dr. Doctor through research to insure 
that methods and techniques he devised in 
teaching the deaf will be available in 
published form. : 

He will atso conduct a seminar in the 
Graduate School which he hopes will bring 
a fresh perspective concerning practices 
and trends in institutional programs for 
the deaf. 

Mr. Mathis, who received his B.A. from 
Gallaudet in 1951, also holds a Bachelor 
of Divinity, a Master of Divinity, a 
Master of Theology, and a Master of Educa- 
tion.

SEVEN BRITISH EDUCATORS VISIT GALLAUDET 

Mr. Lionel Evans, headmaster, and 
six other senior staff members from 
the Northern Counties School for the 
Deaf, Newcastle Upon Tyne, England, have — 
been visiting Gallaudet for the past 
few weeks. 

In response to recommendations made 
by the British government for the im- 
provement of deaf education, the Northern 
Counties School decided to undertake a 
research project in conjunction with 
the University of Newcastle to implement 
manual communication in its school 
program. 

A system similar to the Rochester 
method of grammatical and systematic 
fingerspelling will be used. Interestingly, 
the Northern Counties School has decided 
to adopt the one-handed fingerspelling 
used in the United States instead of the 
two-handed method used in England. 

Their visit has been generally concerned 
with examining techniques and methods 
which they can use in training their 
staff to use the new method.
